Another factor that diminishes the signature value of 
Washington politicians is the Autopen, which many 
senators and congressmen as well as presidents use. This 
robotlike machine can write as many as 3,000 signatures 
a day, each one virtually impossible to tell from a real 
one. 
On the other hand, new writing instruments such as the 
plastic- tipped pen, which combines the fine line of a 
ballpoint with the vivid colors of a felt tip to give a bold 
and cleaner appearance, will eventually have a 
beneficial effect on an autograph’s value. If it had been 
available years ago, many autographs would perhaps be 
worth a great deal more today, thinks Hamilton.

“Autographs are not just signatures of famous per­ 
sonalities,” he poins out, “but more properly letters, 
manuscripts or anything handwritten. An autograph 
gains most of its value by its historic significance, not 
just the signature at the end of the paper.”

Washington Merry-Go-Round

JACK ANDERSON SAYS: 
Hoover’s Coverup 
WASHINGTON — The late J. 
Edgar Hoover, in his zeal to 
protect 
his 
beloved FBI, 
engineered a coverup 12 years 
ago to keep the Warren Com­ 
mission from learning about the 
ties between FBI agent James 
Hosty and assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 
The 
formidable 
Hoover, 
whose bulldog visage had 
become a national symbol of law 
and 
order, 
intervened 
per­ 
sonally when the Warren 
Commission began to zero in on 
Hosty. 
Now, 12 years later, Hosty has 
admitted 
destroying 
a 
threatening note, which Oswald 
delivered to the FBI office in 
Dallas a few days before 
shooting President John F. 
Kennedy. The note threatened to 
blow up the FBI office and 
Dallas police headquarters if 
Hosty didn’t stop bothering his 
wife. 


The FBI should have notified 
the Secret Service that Oswald, 
a misfit who had threatened 
violence, was in the Dallas area. 
The Secret Service routinely 
would 
have 
checked 
his 
whereabouts 
during 
the 
presidential visit. This might 
have saved President Kennedy’s 
life. 
When the FBI learned that a 
suspect named Lee Harvey 
Oswald had been picked up, 
Hosty reminded his boss, 
Gordon Shanklin, that he had 
been handling the Oswald case. 
Shanklin telephone the Dallas 
police and asked whether Hosty 
could participate in the in­ 
terrogation. 
Hosty later questioned Oswald 
at police headquarters. Oswald, 
who had been outwardly calm, 
suddenly became agitated. “I 
know you! ” he shouted. “I know 
you! You’re die one who ac­ 
costed my wife twice! ” 


The incident passed, however, 
without any mention of the 
threatening letter. Hosty also 
confided to a friend on the 
Dallas police force, Lt. Jack 
Revill, that the FBI had a file on 
Oswald. Revill repeated the 
conversation to a superior who 
ordered him to put it in writing. 
“Special Agent Hosty related 
to this officer ...” wrote Revill, 
“that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation was aware of the 
subject (Oswald) and that they 
had information that this sub­ 
ject was capable of committing 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy.” 
Hoover was furious when he 
learned of Hosty’s loose talk. 
According to confidential notes 
taken at the time, the grizzled 
FBI chief complained that Hosty 
had “diarrhea of words.” But 
the old 
man, nevertheless, 
sought to cover up the FBI’s 
embarrassment. 
On December 23,1963, the FBI 
gave the Warren Commission a 
summary of Oswald’s notebook. 
The 
summary 
conveniently 
omitted the fact that Hosty’s 
name, telephone and license tag 
had been in the notebook. 
The commission found out 
about 
the 
omission 
and 
demanded an explanation. On 
Jan. 
27, 
1964, 
Hoover 
acknowledged that Hosty’s 
name had been in the notebook. 
The G-man also gave what 
purported to be a full account of 
the FBI’s contacts with Oswald. 
The last contact, he reported, 
had been on Aug. 10,1963. “We 
did not interview Oswald in 
Dallas, Texas, or in Irving, 
Texas, prior to the assassination 
of President Kennedy,” Hoover 
added. 
Interestingly, he used the 
word “our” to describe the last 
contact with the FBI. But on 
February 6, in a sworn affidavit, 
Hoover changed die wording in 
a curious way. He swore that 
Oswald had no contact with FBI 
“agents” after August 10,1963. 


It is now known, of course, 
that Oswald appeared at the FBI 
office in Dallas only a few days 
before the assassination. At that 
time, just as Hoover said, he did 
not speak with any FBI 
“agents.” But he spoke with an 
FBI receptionist, who passed on 
his threatening note to the 
agents. 
It is impossible to know 
whether the late FBI chief 
subtly switched the word “our to 
“agents” in order to hide his 
knowledge of Oswald’s violent 
threat. 
Butin a later letter to the 
Warren 
Commission, dated 
April 6, 1964, Hoover stated 
categorically. “I wish to em­ 
phasize that the facts available 
to the FBI concerning Lee 
Harvey Oswald prior to the 
assassination did not indicate in 
any way that he was or would be 
a threat to President Kennedy.” 
The truth is, of course,that the 
FBI had received dramatic 
evidence less than a week before 
the assassination that Oswald 
was violence-prone. 
On April 24, the Dallas Mor­ 
ning News reported Hosty had 
told the Dallas police lieutenant, 
Jack Revill, that the FBI knew 
Oswald was “ capable” of 
assassinating the President. 
Hoover 
immediately 
sent 
word to the Warren Commission 
that the story was “false” and 
followed up three days later with 
a personal letter delivered by 
courier. 
“Special 
Agent 
Hosty 
unequivocally 
denies ever 
having made the statement as 
quoted in this article ...” 
declared the FBI director. 
“Special Agent Hosty points 
out 
that 
prior 
to 
the 
assassination of President John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy, he never 
had any information indicating 
potential violence on the part of 
Lee Harvey Oswald. ” 
There’s more to Hoover’s 
great coverup, which we’ll 
report in a future column. 


GUN STAMPS FOR 
THE POOR 
WASHINGTON - Jonathan 
Spear and Michael Petit have 
brought to my attention a 
statement 
from 
Harlon B. 
Carter of the National Rifle 
Assn. 
in 
defense 
of the 
“Saturday 
night 
special” 
handgun. 
Carter told a House judiciary 
subcommittee on crime, “It 
makes no sense to me why 
possession of a finely made $200 
handgun owned by a decent law- 
abiding man of means should be 
legal, but ownership of a $40 
handgun 
(Saturday 
night 
special) by an equally law- 
abiding resident of the inner 
city, who can’t afford anything 
better to protect his family and 
home, should be a felony.” 


It is a very interesting point 
and Spear and Petit have a 
solution to the problem. 
The federal 
government 
should institute immediately a 
gun stamp program for the poor. 
The program would work as 
follows: A family of four making 
less than $6,000 a year would 
apply for gun stamps at the local 
post office. 
All the head of the family 
would have to produce is his 
income tax return, and if he 
qualifies as a “needy case” he 
would be given the equivalent of 
$200 in gun stamps which he 
could spend at any gun store for 
weapons and ammunition. The 
gun store would be reimbursed 
by the government for the 
stamps at 100 cents on the 
dollar. 
Some people might argue that 
the poor would take advantage 
of the program and use 
the 
stamps to buy cheap guns and 
pocket the rest of the money. 
But while there may be some 
abuses of the gun stamp 
program it would still be the 
best and cheapest way of seeing 
that no American citizen, no 
matter what his financial status, 
would be deprived of his right to 
bear arms. 
It is hard to believe that in a 
country as rich as ours there are 
perhaps as many as 50 million 
people who go to bed every night 
without a gun under their 
pillows. Many of the poor are to 
blame for this condition. They 
would rather buy food with their 
money than guns. But a 
majority are not responsible for 


r 


their plight. Many are jobless, 
elderly and children. They have 
tried to acquire guns, but the 
cost, even for a Saturday night 
special, has been beyond their 
means. 
In the past, the middle class 
has ignored them in the belief 
that anyone who really wants a 
gun should pull himself up by 
his bootstraps and earn (me. But 
in an urban society during a 
period of cruel inflation it’s not 
as easy to acquire a decent gun 
as it used to be. We can no longer 
stand idly by and say to these 
poor people, “You can’t have a 
gun unless you buy it yourself, 
the way we did.” 
Gun stamps are the obvious 
solution to helping people who 
can’t help themselves. At first it 
would be considered demeaning 
to some to accept gun handouts 
from the government. But as 
time went on I believe that poor 
people would accept gun stamps 
in the same way they accept 
food stamps - as a temporary 
way of providing their families 
with the basic necessities of life. 
They would no longer feel 
themselves 
inferior 
to 
the 
decent law-abiding man of 
means who can afford a $200 
weapon. They will have the 
opportunity, that they have been 
deprived of so long, of using 
their guns to settle family 
arguments without resorting to 
knives and hammers. 
Gun stamps will bring dignity 
and joy to their lives. 
The next question is cost. Can 
the United States afford a gun 
stamp program? The answer is 
yes. For one thing it will be a big 
boost to the handgun industry in 
this country, providing hun­ 
dreds of thousands of jobs far 
people. It will also encourage 
new ammunition factories to be 
built in depressed areas. A 
subsidized gun program in this 
country will give manufacturers 
an incentive to speed up 
production, and will guarantee 
them a profit in lean years when 
weapon sales are down. 
So not only the poor but 
everybody will benefit from gun 
stamps. 
No country can boast it has 
done all for its people until it 
arms every man, woman and 
child with a weapon. So if you 
really care for the plight of the 
poor, as Harlon B. Carter of the 
NR A does, write to your 
congressman today.

Authority for this is Charles Hamilton, professional 
autograph collector and handwriting expert, who says 
that the vast majority of the one million people who 
collect autographs in the United States are under the 
false impression that signatures of politicians, television, 
movie, sports and other celebrities are valuable. 
Actually, says Hamilton, such signatures are worth 
“peanuts.” Only a few command the price of a Teddy 
Kennedy, currently one of the most popular signatures — 
from $10 to $30. 
Another factor that diminishes the signature value of 
Washington politicians is the Autopen, which many 
senators and congressmen as well as presidents use. This 
robotlike machine can write as many as 3,000 signatures 
a day, each one virtually impossible to tell from a real 
one. 
On the other hand, new writing instruments such as the 
plastic- tipped pen, which combines the fine line of a 
ballpoint with the vivid colors of a felt tip to give a bold

WASHINGTON - The late J. 
Edgar Hoover, in his zeal to 
protect 
his 
beloved 
FBI, 
engineered a coverup 12 years 
ago to keep the Warren Com­ 
mission from learning about the 
ties between FBI agent James 
Hosty and assassin Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 
The 
form idable 
Hoover, 
whose bulldog visage had 
become a national symbol of law 
and 
order, 
intervened 
per­ 
sonally 
when 
the 
W arren 
Commission began to zero in on 
Hosty. 
Now, 12 years later, Hosty has 
adm itted 
destroying 
a 
threatening note, which Oswald 
delivered to the FBI office in 
Dallas 
a 
few 
days 
before 
shooting 
President John 
F. 
Kennedy. The note threatened to 
blow up the FBI office and 
Dallas police headquarters if 
Hosty didn’t stop bothering his 
wife. 


The FBI should have notified 
the Secret Service that Oswald, 
a misfit who had threatened 
violence, was in the Dallas area. 
The Secret Service routinely 
would 
have 
checked 
his 
whereabouts 
during 
the 
presidential visit. This might 
have saved President Kennedy’s 
life. 
When the FBI learned that a 
suspect named Lee Harvey 
Oswald had been picked up, 
Hosty 
rem inded 
his boss, 
Gordon Shanklin, that he had 
been handling the Oswald case. 
Shanklin telephone the Dallas 
police and asked whether Hosty 
could participate in the in­ 
terrogation. 
Hosty later questioned Oswald 
at police headquarters. Oswald, 
who had been outwardly calm, 
suddenly became agitated. “I 
know you! ” he shouted. “I know 
you! You’re the one who ac­ 
costed my wife twice! ” 


The incident passed, however, 
without any mention of the 
threatening letter. Hosty also 
confided to a friend on the 
Dallas police force, Lt. Jack 
Revill, that the FBI had a file on 
Oswald. 
Revill repeated the 
conversation to a superior who 
ordered him to put it in writing. 
“Special Agent Hosty related 
to this officer ...” wrote Revill, 
“that the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation was aware of the 
subject (Oswald) and that they 
had information that this sub­ 
ject was capable of committing 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy." 
Hoover was furious when he 
learned of Ho6ty’s loose talk. 
According to confidential notes 
taken at the time, the grizzled 
FBI chief complained that Hosty 
had “diarrhea of words.” But 
the 
old 
man, 
nevertheless, 
sought to cover up the FBI’s 
embarrassment. 
On December 23,1963, the FBI 
gave the Warren Commission a 
summary of Oswald’s notebook. 
The 
summary 
conveniently 
omitted the fact that Hosty’s 
name, telephone and license tag 
had been in the notebook. 
The commission found out 
about 
the 
omission 
and 
demanded an explanation. On 
Jan. 
27, 
1964, 
Hoover 
acknowledged that H osty’s 
name had been in the notebook. 
The G-man also gave what 
purported to be a full account of 
the FBI’s contacts with Oswald. 
The last contact, he reported, 
had been on Aug. 10, 1963. “We 
did not interview Oswald in 
Dallas, Texas, or in Irving, 
Texas, prior tothe assassination 
of President Kennedy,” Hoover 
added. 
Interestingly, 
he used the 
word “our” to describe the last 
contact with the FBI. But on 
February 6, in a sworn affidavit, 
Hoover changed the wording in 
a curious way. He swore that 
Oswald had no contact with FBI 
“agents” after August 10,1963. 


It is now known, of course, 
that Oswald appeared at the FBI 
office in Dallas only a few days 
before the assassination. At that 
time, just as Hoover said, he did 
not 
speak 
with 
any 
FBI 
“agents.” But he spoke with an 
FBI receptionist, who passed on 
his threatening note to the 
agents. 
It 
is 
impossible to 
know 
whether the late FBI chief 
subtly switched the word “our to 
“agents” in order to hide his 
knowledge of Oswald’s violent 
threat. 
Butin a later letter to the 
Warren 
Commission, dated 
April 6, 1964, Hoover stated 
categorically. “I wish to em­ 
phasize that the facts available 
to the FBI concerning Lee 
Harvey Oswald prior to the 
assassination did not indicate in 
any way that he was or would be 
a threat to President Kennedy.” 
The truth is, of course,that the 
FBI 
had 
received dramatic 
evidence less than a week before 
the assassination that Oswald 
was violence-prone. 
On April 24, the Dallas Mor­ 
ning News reported Hosty had 
told the Dallas police lieutenant, 
Jack Revill, that the FBI knew 
Oswald was “ capable” of 
assassinating the President. 
Hoover 
immediately 
sent 
word to the Warren Commission 
that the story was “false” and 
followed up three days later with 
a personal letter delivered by 
courier. 
“ Special 
Agent 
Hosty 
unequivocally 
denies 
ever 
having made the statement as 
quoted 
in 
this 
article 
...” 
declared the FBI director. 
“Special Agent Hosty points 
out 
that 
prior 
to 
the 
assassination of President John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy, he never 
had any information indicating 
potential violence on the part of 
Lee Harvey Oswald.” 
There’s 
more to Hoover’s 
great 
coverup, 
which 
we’ 11 
report in a future column.

GUN STAMPS FOR 
THE POOR 
WASHINGTON - Jonathan 
Spear and Michael Petit have 
brought 
to 
my attention a 
statement 
from 
Harlon 
B. 
Carter of the National Rifle 
Assn. 
in 
defense 
of 
the 
“ Saturday 
night 
special” 
handgun. 
Carter told a House judiciary 
subcommittee on crime, “It 
makes no sense to me why 
possession of a finely made $200 
handgun owned by a decent law- 
abiding man of means should be 
legal, but ownership of a $40 
handgun 
(Saturday 
night 
special) by an equally law- 
abiding resident of the inner 
city, who can’t afford anything 
better to protect his family and 
home, should be a felony.” 


It is a very interesting point 
and Spear and Petit have a 
solution to the problem. 
The 
federal 
government 
should institute immediately a 
gun stamp program for the poor. 
The program would work as 
follows: A family of four making 
less than $6,000 a year would 
apply for gun stamps at the local 
post office. 
All the head of the family 
would have to produce is his 
income tax return, and if he 
qualifies as a “needy case” he 
would be given the equivalent of 
$200 in gun stamps which he 
could spend at any gun store for 
weapons and ammunition. The 
gun store would be reimbursed 
by the government for the 
stamps at 100 cents on the 
dollar. 
Some people might argue that 
the poor would take advantage 
of the 
program and use 
the 
stamps to buy cheap guns and 
pocket the rest of the money. 
But while there may be some 
abuses of the gun stam p 
program it would still be the 
best and cheapest way of seeing 
that no American citizen, no 
matter what his financial status, 
would be deprived of his right to 
bear arms. 
It is hard to believe that in a 
country as rich as ours there are 
perhaps as many as 50 million 
people who go to bed every night 
without 
a 
gun under 
their 
pillows. Many of the poor are to 
blame for this condition. They 
would rather buy food with their 
money 
than 
guns. 
But 
a 
majority are not responsible for 


their plight. Many are jobless, 
elderly and children. They have 
tried to acquire guns, but the 
cost, even for a Saturday night 
special, has been beyond their 
means. 
In the past, the middle class 
has ignored them in the belief 
that anyone who really wants a 
gun should pull himself up by 
his bootstraps and earn one. But 
in an urban society during a 
period of cruel inflation it’s not 
as easy to acquire a decent gun 
as it used to be. We can no longer 
stand idly by and say to these 
poor people, “You can’t have a 
gun unless you buy it yourself, 
the way we did.” 
Gun stamps are the obvious 
solution to helping people who 
can’t help themselves. At first it 
would be considered demeaning 
to some to accept gun handouts 
from the government. But as 
time went on I believe that poor 
people would accept gun stamps 
in the same way they accept 
food stamps - as a temporary 
way of providing their families 
with the basic necessities of life. 
They would 
no longer feel 
themselves 
inferior 
to 
the 
decent 
law-abiding 
man 
of 
means who can afford a $200 
weapon. They will have the 
opportunity, that they have been 
deprived of so long, of using 
their guns 
to settle family 
arguments without resorting to 
knives and hammers. 
Gun stamps will bring dignity 
and joy to their lives. 
The next question is cost. Can 
the United States afford a gun 
stamp program? The answer is 
yes. For one thing it will be a big 
boost to the handgun industry in 
this country, providing hun­ 
dreds of thousands of jobs for 
people. It will also encourage 
new ammunition factories to be 
built in depressed areas.
